FATHER GIVES LIFE 
TRYING TO SAVE SON 


FROM "DEATH POND’ 





Alfred Froehly Jumps Into Deep 


Water in Abandoned Quarry 
After Boy and Both Perish.

Bodies of Two Latest Victims Re- 


covered by Grappling Hooks 
After Many Hours’ Search. 


Alfred Froehly, 51 years old, of 3859 


Kosciusko street, gave up his own life 
in an unsuccessful effort to save that of 
his 12-year-old son, Lawrence, in a dan- 
gerous abandoned quarry pond at 3800 
South Main street, where, neighbors say, 
there have been 13 drownings in the last 
two years, 
Pond.”’ 


It is known as “Death 


The bodies of father and son were 


found in 35 feet of water at 9:15 a. m. 
Saturday, after a searching party had 
been dragging the pond with grappling 
hooks for hours. 


Froehly and his son were fishing in 


the quarry pond, the bank of which is 
nearly 20 feet above the surface of the 
water. 


According to 10-year-old Joseph Kelbe, 


son of Fred Kelbe of 3852 South Main 
street, there were three eyewitnesss to 
th drowning. 


The Kelbe boy told the police that he 


end his father were standing on the 
south bank of the quarry shortly be- 
fore 8 p. m. Friday. They saw Froehly 
and his son on the opposite bank in 
the 


moonlight. Lawrence suddenly 
umped up and ran to his fishing pole. 


The clay bank gave way with him and 
he fell into the water. 


Joe Kelbe says Froehly at once jump- 


ed in after the boy. There was a short 
struggle and both sank, He says a lit- 
tle girl who had been standing on the 
north bank of the quarry also saw the 
Crowning and called out: 


“Oh, look at the men swimming with 


their clothes on!’’

Torch Applied After Doomed 
Man Was Bound on Huge Pile 
of Wood. 


TYLER, Tex., May 2%.—Dan Davis, a 
negro, was burned to death at a stake 
in the streets of Tyler early today, after 
he had confessed to attacking Miss Car- 
rie Johnson of this city, a week ago. 
Two thousand persons participated in 
the lynching. 

Davis had signed a statement confess- 


ing to the assault, but before the match 
was touched to the pile of wood on 
which the negro had been bound by the 
mob he was again asked if he was 
guilty. 

‘IT am guilty,’”’ he cried, and a moment 
later the flames were leaping high 
above his head. 

Mob Awaits Confession. 

Davis was brought here early today 
from Athens, Tex. When members of 
the Sheriff’s posse arrived at the jail 
with the negro they were confronted by 
several hundred citizens, who waited 
until Davis had written his confession, 
then demanded that he be turned over 
to them. 

Officers and citizens who had gathered 
inside the jail protested but finally sur- 
rendered the negro to the mob, whose 
numbers made protest useless, the of- 
ficers say. From the jail Davis was led 
to the public square where several wag- 
on loads of wood had been piled. He 
was tied to a rail and after he reiter- 
ated his confession, a match was ap- 
plied and the flames enveloped him. 

Crowd Watehes Fire Burn Out. 

The mob stood around the fire until 
it had died down and little was left but 
charred bones and ashes.

NIGHT MARSHAL A SUICIDE

They would fill thelr own grip with 
clothing and jewelry, and usually stea!

They would then slip out of the houses 
and take their loot to pawnshops and 
dispose of it. 

Mrs. Carrie Kannenstein of #00 Mor- 
gan street Was one of the first of the 
rooming house keepers to reach de- 
tective headquarters Saturday. She tm- 
mediately identified Burkhardt and 
Klefish as the two men who rented a 
room at her house and stole $200 worth 
of clothes and jewairy from the rooms 
of Miss Gertrude Hempstead and Oscar 
Winge. 

The other rooming house keepers who 
identified the prisoners were Mrs. L. E. 
Smith, 3907 Delmar boulevard: Mrs. Fred 
Zeller, 1332 St. Ange avenue: Mrs. W. A. 
Bullard, %38 Zindell avenue; Mrs. Lulu 
Scheindlin, 718 North Garrison avenue, 
and Mrs. W. H. Lawyer, 5175A Easton 
avenue. 

Burthardt and Klefish told the po- 
lice that Price had been operating 
with the crowd only two or three 
days, They took him in to teach him 
the game, they said.

PITTSBURG, Pa., May %.—William 
D. Pastorious was sentenced in 
Criminal Court here today to serve four 
to six years in Riverside Peniten- 
tiary after being convicted of sending 
-@ bomb to Alexander R. Peacock, for- 
mer partner of Andrew Carnegie and 
Millionaire capitalist, and attempting to 
extort $5000 from him. 

Pastorious, it is said, told his attor- 
ney, A. C. Stein, details of an alleged 
plot to assassinate President Taft. The 
plans, he said, were made in New 
York. It was Stein’s purpose to have 
Pastorious tell his story in court, but 
this was abandoned, and the entire mat- 
ter was placed in the hands of Govern- 
ment officers here. 

Attorney Stein further said Pastorious 

.told him he was a dupe of European 
anarchists and asked that secret service. 
men be sent to him that he might give 
all the information in his possession. 
The prisoner asserted that the alleged 
plot was the result of the abrogation of 
the Russian treaty. Attorney Stein has 
taken up the matter with the Govern- 
ment officials and has notified them of 
the story told by the prisoner. 

When asked if the prisoner’s attorney 
had anything to say, after passing of 
sentence, Stein told the Court the story

Entomologist Will Seek New Va- 
rieties Where the Hydrophobia 
Skunk Abounds. 


O. C. Poling, an entomologist of St. 
Louis, is making preparations to star: 
on his eighteenth annual expedition into 
the Southwest in search of new varie- 
ties of butterflies. He will be accom- 
panied by A. J.:Rehn and Morgan Heb- 
bard of Philadelphia. Rehn, accor4- 
ing to Poling, is connected with the 
Philadelphia Academy of Science. 

Poling took up the study of entomo:- 
ogy as a hobby 25 years ago, he says, 
after taking a scientific course at Illi- 
nois State University, and his private 
collection of North American butterfli2- 
is unsurpassed by any in certain gen- 
era. He values it at $20,000. 

Poling and his companions will go »5y 
rail to Tucson, Ariz., and drive south 
90 miles across the desert to the Bab- 
oquivaria Mountains on the Mexican 
border. The first 40 miles of the wagon 
trip will be over the big Cactus Des- 
ert, where the giant cacti attain their 
greatest size. The remaining 50 miles 
lie across an open, sandy desert. 

Poisonous Mountain Spring, 

The trip will be made with a mule 
team and water, for both men and 
beasts must be carried in the wagon, 
as there are neither wells nor streams 
along the way. There are no settle- 
ments of any kind, either in the desert 
region or at the mountains. 

After arriving at the mountains, Pol- 
ing says, the party will depend on a 
single water hole for its water supply 
The only other source of water i" 
that region is a mountain ‘spring, | the 
flow from which is so highty: charged { 
with copper as to be vfoltently’ poilsori-‘ 
ous. There is a story that sevéral sot: 
diers were killed by drinking wat®r 
from the copper spring. 

Gets New Specimens.

GREAT CAUSEWAY 
TO THE MAINLAND 


Last of Thrée Great Works 
Planned After Disaster of 1900 
Is Completed. 


ROADWAY -COST $6,000,000 


Former Storm Endangered Island 
Becomes Securely Intrenched 
Peninsula. 


GALVESTON, Tex., May 2%.—With 
Gov Colquitt and other State officials 
present and with thousands of visitors 


here from every portion of Texas, the 


new Galveston causeway, which links 
the city to the mainland with a con- 
crete roadway, was thrown open to pub- 
lic traffic today. Gov. Colquitt had is- 
sued a proclamation for a state-wide 


holiday. The causeway cost the city 
$6,000,000, half of the sum being con- 
tributed by the railroads. 

The opening ‘of thé causeway marked 
the conclusion of a 10-year battle of 
Galveston against the Gulf of Mexico. 
The trinity of great protective works 
fortifying the Southern city securely 
against tropical storms has been com- 
pleted. 

City Walled in and Raised. 

The people who placed a concrete sea- 
wall four miles long and 17 feet high 
between their homes and the hurricane- 
whipped waters of the Gulf of Mexico, 
who then hoisted their city 17 feet in the 
air, flush with the seawall, by pump- 
ing 16,000,000 cubic’ yards of sand from 
the bottom of the ocean bed to raise the 
grade, have finished the two-mile con- 
crete causeway that makes a peninsula 
of Ga:veston Island. 

The completion of the causeway marks 
“Finis’’ cne of the greatest municipal 
works ever undertaken. It is the epic 
of a handful of men who, after a night 
of terror, saw the sun rise upon the 
storm-swept ruins of a historic city. 
Those men were not specially trained, 
they were average American business 
and professional men. The morning of 
Sept.. 19, 1900, they were confronted by 
chaos. Over night the city has lost by 
death 6000 of its citizens. The hurn- 
cane had swept. through their city, de- 
molishing $20,000,000 in property. Death 
and desertion lessened the population of 
Galveston by more than 10,000 persons 
in the next 12 months. 

A Year to Clear Wreckage. 

Fewer than 30,000 persons were left in 
a city where high-piled wreckage hid the 
bodies of relatives and friends, where 
martial law was instituted and where 
the. first labor of clearing the debris «nd 
burying the dead lasted nearly a year. 

The terrific havoc wrought by the 
storm of 1900 had caused the faint- 
hearted to take such of their families as 
survived and move ‘to the mainland. It 
was practically a picked band that 
stayed to work out the city’s destiny. 
Those who stayed were imbued with 
firm faith in the city’s possibilities. 
They formed the “old guard” of Gal- 
veston, to whotn the completion of the 
seawall, grade raising and causeway 
holds a personal triumph. 

The census of 1910 gives the city a 
population -of 36,981, which is almost 
equal to the highest count before the 
disaster, and the renewed growth has 
only fairly begun.

GIVE UP AND RINT 
THAT HE RESIGN 


Vice-President Sherman Goes to 
Chicago After Poll of Sénate 
Is Taken. 


16 VOTES ARE IN 


Illinois Supporters See No 
Chance to Win When Vote 
Is Taken. 


WASHINGTON,. May 25.—Senator 
Lorimer of Illinois will receive word 
direct from his friends in the Sen- 
at. that they can not hope to save 
him in his fight for the retention of 
his seat, While it is not admitted 
that Lorimer will be urged to resign, 
it was said he might decide on that 
couse. 

Vice-President Sherman is believed 
to have arrived in Chicago today. 
Whether his visit has anything to do 
with the reported collapse of the 
Lorimer defense was a matter of 
conjecture, as the Vice-President was 
reported to have left the train at 
Englewood, some distance from the 
heart of the city, and to have given 
no hint of his destination.

There was no one of the Lorimer sup- 
porters authorized to speak for the 
junior Illinois Senator today, but it was 
argued that he should resign and not 
further uselessly embarrass his friends 
in what they felt would be a futile bat- 
tle. It was argued further that Senator 
Lorimer should be content to rest on his 
former victory and the fact that a ma- 
jority of the committee which investi- 
gated the charges in the second time, 
had reported in his favor.

‘This means that we consider the anti- 
germ kiss and sanitary kiss advocated 
by physicians to be ‘bunk.’ The class 
believes in kissing in the old-fashioned 
way. Why, the doctors would cut all 
the flavor out of osculation and leave a 
kiss as dry and mechanical as a clinic.” 

The girls took a vote on “fussing,” 
the college girl term for ‘“‘spooning.’’ 
The ayes had it by a big majority. ‘The 
class will be graduated within a few 
weeks and has but a short time to do 
any college “fussing.” 

In the vote on kissing each member 
of the class received a card on which to 
record his or her choice of kisses. 

“With one accord, the class of 1912 
tubooed the sanitary kiss as a reform 
too premature for this century,” says 
the secretary’s report. “All called for 
the good, old-fashioned, unimpeded 
smack. One woman said that men never 
would succeed in business if they did 
not adopt the ‘direct delivery’ system.” 

A general report on the habits and ap- 
pearence of members of the class also 
was made. A feature of the report was 
the ‘sizes of the women’s feet, none 
wearing smaller than a No. 2 shoe. The 
largest foot reported admitted a seize 
cof No. 6.

BREAKS AEROPLANE 
ENDURANCE RECORD 
IN FIERCE STORM 


Paul Peck, Half Mile in Air, Im- 
periled by Sudden Wind and 
Obscured by Clouds. 


' 

NEW YORK, May 2%.—Paul Peck, in a 
Columbia biplane, was nearly half a 
mile up in the air over Long Island 
when the first flash of lightning was 
seen in the west as last evening’s storm 
came up. He started to descend. Clouds 
swept under him and shut him from 
the view of the anxious watchers below 
except when lightning flashes revealed 
him making desperate efforts to keep 
his airship on an even keel. The wind 
was blowing 40 miles an hour. Fre- 
quently a gust would catch the biplane 
and whirl it dizzily. 

Watchers got lanterns and built fires 
of gasoline to guide the aviator to -safe- 
ty. But the crowd had given up hope 
of seeing him alive again, when in a 
vicious gust of wind and in the heav- 
lest part of the downpour he landed. As 
he touched the ground there was a vivid 
flash of ligthning which made the land- 
ing the most spectacular feature of his 
flight. 

Peck was unhurt, but he said it was 
the most thrilling experience in his life. 
There were so many “holes” in the air, 
he said, that several times his craft 
nearly captized. The hail beat into his 
fact, almost blinding him. He said he 
had to “feel” his way down and had no 
idea where he was until he touched the 
ground. He was unable to see the sig- 
nal lights at any time. If his engines 
had stopped for a moment, he said, he 
would have been dashed to death, as 
nething could have prevented the bi- 
plane from turning turtle. 

Peck started for the endurance record 
at 3:20 and in the first hour flew up 
2000 feet. Then he dropped 500 feet. He 
remained in this altitude for an hour 
and then rose to 3000 feet. He was at 
that point when he saw the storm com- 
ing and immediately started to descend. 

Peck broke the American record by 
staying in the air 4 hours 23 minutes 15 
seconds. The former American record 
for an endurance flight was made by 
Howard Gill of Baltimore in a Wright 
biplane. He remained in the air 4 hours 
and 17 minutes. 

Peck is getting ready to fly to Wash- 
ington from Governor's Island, he hav- 


ing been designated to carry the United 
States mail.

CASH FOUND AFTER DEATH 


Hermit Bequeathéd House Con- 
taining Hidden Money to Youth 
Who Nursed Him in Illness.

SSPRINGFIELD, Mo., May %.—Al- 
though kinsmen of James Burge de- 
clared today, following the decision 
against them here in tne contest for 
$32,000 found in the home of the agéd 
recluse, that they would carry the suit 
to the Supreme Court, Orris Northrip, 
the 12-year-old boy who gets the money 
under the Judge’s ruling, was happy at 
the outcome of the trial. He is the 
eldest son of a Frisco employe and he 
hopes to be able to assist his parents to 
live without drudgery. 

The Christian County Court held that 
the gift by the old man of his cottage 
as a reward to the boy who had be- 
friended him and nursed him: in his final 
illness th the contents of the 
dwelling and that the money which was 
taken from various hiding places by 
brothers and sisters of Burge, rightfully 
belonged to Northrip. Ever since the 
money was found, it has been in a trust 
deposit in a local bank. 

The friendship between this oddly as- 
sorted pair, Burge, a reputed miser, 
cold, friendless and not séeking com- 
panionship, and young Northrip, young, 
happy and kindhearted, began on May 
day more than four years ago. 

Children in the neighborhood of 
Burge’s home were placiig May baskets 
at the doors of friends. They did not 
leave a basket at the home of Burge, 
but Northrip, who lived a few doors 
away, moved by childish pity, ran into 
the yard and placed his prettiest basket 
on the doorstep. The next morning the 
old man found the basket with a card 
on which the boy’s name was scrawled 
hidden in the flowers. He was deeply 
touched. 

Deeded House to Boy. 

A friendship began between them 
which lasted until Burge’s death, and 
which brought to the boy the gift of the 
house and its contents. A deed to the 
property was made out by Burge and 
placed in custody of a trustee, but aft- 
er Burge’s death relatives found and re- 
moved the money for which the boy 
later brought suit. 

Burge had lived alone for 18 years, 
deserted by friends and relatives, The 
finding of the May basket seemed to 
revive memories of his boyhood, and 
created a longing for companionship. He 
called that day at the Northrip home 
and asked for Orris. 

Within a few days the old man and 
Orris, then 9 years old, became boon 
companions, and Orris bécame a daily 
caller at the lonely house. Burge 
seemed to appreciate the novel compan- 
ionship, and would read to Orris for 
hours at a time, interspersing these 
tales with his own youthful experiences. 

Burge became unable to work about 
two years ago, and soon after that he 
was confined to his bed by an acute 
attack of dropsy. While he was help- 
less Orris called even more frequently 
than before. 

Quit School to Nurse Friend. 

Three weeks before Burge’s death, 
Feb. %, 1911, Orris quit school and gave 
his entire time to his invalid friend, 
sleeping at the old man’s lonely home 
and arising at all hours in the night 
to give him medicine and in the day- 
time preparing food for the ailing man. 

This devotion and self-sacrifice was 
not lost on Burge, and 10 days before 
his death he said to Orris: 

“I am suffering terribly, my boy, and 
I feel that I am not going to live much 
longer. You have been my only friend 
for nearly three years now, son, and 
in appreciation I have deeded to you 
this house, all that is in it, and the 
lot upon which it stands. I want you 
to take possession the instant the 
breath leaves my body.” 

As death drew near Burge’s relatives 
became interested and attempted to re- 
move him to a hospital, but his pro- 
tests stopped them. Their repeated ef- 
fcrts caused Burge to appeal to his 
young nurse for help, and Orris sought 
gid which resulted in the dying man be- 
ing allowed to remain at home. Mrs. 
George Northrip, Orris’ mother, then 
offered her services, and daily took 
food to the man, and gave him such 
care as Orris could not give. 


Relatives Take Possession. 
Before Burge died his relatives ques- 
tioned him closely about his fortune, 


and learned that there was considerable | 


money in the house, and they declared 
that he told them the hiding places. 
Immediately after his death the housé 
was ransacked and enough gold and 
currency found to fill a half peck mea- 
sure. 

Orris, who had so faithfully cared for 
his friend, was kept out of the home 
be knew so well while every nook and 
corner that might hide valuables was 
being pried Into.

“You can take it as definitely settled 
that Senator Root will not preside as 
temporary chairman.

* “President Taft will be greatly sur- 
prised when he sees what the Southern 
delegates are going to do. I make this 
statement without any fear of contradic- 
tion: Roosevelt will get at least 25 per 
cent of the delegates selected in the 
South who are supposed to be instruct- 
ed for Taft.

Civil War Veteran. 

Lockwood's. @ppearance against Dar- 
row; was looked, forward to with much 
interest;- He was said to. have acted as 
an agent of the prosecution in trapping 
In his opening state- 
ment yesterday District Attorney Fred- 
ericks said that Lockwood was in- 
structed by the prosecution to continue 
the negotiations for his apparent brib- 
ery, after he had been first approached 
by Bert Franklin, the chief detective of 
the McNamara defense. 

Lockwood is a Civil War veteran and 
formerly was a deputy sheriff. 

John F. Ballard was the last talesman 
rejected for alternate juror yesterday. 
He said he was fully in accord with the 
doctrine of a book written Darrow, 
particularly that which held “if capital 
has the right to put labor out of busi- 
ness, labor has the right to put capital 
out of business,” as he expressed it. 

“T belong to the school of philosophy,” 
he said, ‘‘which teaches that the end 
justifies the means.”’ 

The defense did not resist the Statdés 
challenge for cause. 

There will be no such denouement as 
ended the McNamara trial in that of 
Darrow, according to District Attorney 
Fredericks. Reports to the effect that 
Darrow had offered to confess and plead 
guilty were characterized by Darrow as 
‘lies. ’* 

“Tl never had anything to confess in 
this case,” said Darrow today, “and 
never had any conversation with any- 
one regarding a confession, nor any in- 
timation or thought of that kind.” 

Fredericks refused to state definitely 
whether the prosecution conducted any 
negotiations with the defense looking to 
a plea of guilty. He said, however, that 
he expected the trial of Darrow to con- 
tinue until the jury agreed on a verdict.

Mexican Federals Pursue Rebels, 
Who Burn Bridges as They 
Flee Northward. 


AT GEN. HUERTA’S HEADQUAR- 
TERS, FEDERAL TROOPS, REL- 
LANO, Mexico, May 2%.—Confronted once 
more by a series of burned railroad 
bridges, Gen. Huerta set his engineers 
at work today ¢o repair them, at the 


same time ordering a division of. cav- 
alry to pursue the rebels who fled 
northward after the battle here. two 
days ago. 

Every bridge between Rellano - and 
Corralitos is destroyed and the rebels, 
continuing their flight to Jimenez, de- 
stroyed most of the railroad behind 
them. 

One and one-half million rounds 
of ammunition were used by the Fed- 
eral infantry and 400 shells were 
fired by the artillery during 18 hours 
of fighting, Gen, Huerta said today. 
The artillery inflicted terrible pun- 
ishment on the insurgent columns. 
Some of the shells severed the. flee- 
ing troop trains, killing scores of 
rebels at a time, 

More than 800 dead and wounded 
rebels were found on the battlefield 
behind Rellano as the Federal ad- 
vance guard under Generals Rabago 
and Telles pressed northward in pur- 
suit of the retreating insurrectos. 

In all, Gen. Orozco is estimated -to 
have lost nearly 3000 of his force of 
8000 rebels. Two thousand are re- 
ported to have fled in disorder, and 
the dead and wounded ultimately 
will amount, it is believed, to 1000.

AVENUE VIADUCT 


Declares Plan Too Elaborate and 
Says It Is Unreasonable to 
Ask Railroad to Build. 


FORMAL OBJECTION FILED 


Engineer Points Out That Struc- 
ture as Projected Will Be Much 
Wider Than Free Bridge. 


The Terminal Ratllroad has filed a 
formal objection before the Public Im- 
provements Committee of the City Coun- 
cil to the proposed viaduct for the elimi- 
nation of the grade crossing at Union 
avenue. Herman J. Pfeifer, chief en- 


. gineer of the Terminal, told the mem- 


bers of the committee that the viaduct 
planned at a cost of $160,000 is too elab- 
orate and that it is unreasonable to ask 
the railroad to construct it. 

The members of the committee, ac- 
vompanied by Maxime Reber, president 
of the Board of Public Improvements, 
ané officials of the Terminal, will in- 
‘gpect the Union avenue crossing Mon- 
day afternoon and will look over the 
gurrounding property. The Terminal has 
asked the committee to refer the grade 
crossing ordinance back to the Board 
of Public Improvements and that the 
Terminal engineers be given an oppor- 
tunity to confer with the board on plans 
for the viaduct. 

Pfeifer cited the dimensions of the free 
bridge to show that the proposed via- 
duct wil] be out of proportion to the 
amount of traffic it will be called on to 
accommodate. He declared that the 
traffic on the wagon roadway of the 
free bridge will be immense, and that 
the Union avenue viaduct will be in- 
significant in comparison, 

He produced figures showing that the 
free bridge roadway is 38 feet in width, 
and that the proposed roadway on the 
Union avenue bridge will be 60 feet 
wide. The sidewalks on the free bridge 
are 8 feet yide, and the proposed ordi- 
ance for the Union avenue viaduct calls 
for sidewalks 20 feet wide, Pfeifer point- 
ed Out. The total width of the free 
bridge roadway is 54 feet, and that of 
the Union avenue viaduct will be 100 
feet, according to the pending ordinance. 
, Pfeifer declared that the proposed or- 
dinance instructs the Terminal ‘to build 
@ viaduct at Union avenue wider than 
the Brooklyn Bridge or Eads Bridge 
or any bridge or viaduct in St. Louis. 

.The Terminal does not oppose the 
elimination of. its -grade crossings — in 
St. Louis, Pfeifer stated, but it objects 
to building elaborate and costly struc- 
tures, with much greater dimensions 
than necessary to handle’ the traffic. 
He said that a viaduct~60 feet» wide at 
Union avenue Would-be ample to care 
for the travel there, and that it could 
be built for about $55,000. He declared 
that the property adjoining the cross- 
ing is now sold by the acre and ts not 
thickly populated, making a rim via- 
_ duct -unnecessary.

DEADLOCK ON APPROACH 
House Tries to Put Question Up 
to Council, but Cannot Agree 
on a Choice. 





A public hearing on the repeal of the 
free bridge franchise of the Southern 
Traction Co., of which Jeptha D. Howe 
is one of the chief promoters, will be 
held Tuesday at3 p.m. by the Railroads 
Committee of the House of Delegates. 
Chairman LBilers of the committee has 
announced that only one public 
hearing will be granted and that a re- 
port will probably be made to the House 
Tuesday night. 

The Alton & Mississippi approach to 
the free bridge was killed by a vote of 
18 to 11 Friday night in the House of 
Delegates, and was then brought back 
to life by referring it back to the Rail- 
roads Committee on a majority vote. 
Several unsuccessful efforts were made 
by House members to force a vote on 


ithe. uortheast approach. 


The reason for the unlooked for ac- 
tivity on these approaches was a desire 
by the members of the House of Dele- 


gates to “put the City Council in the 


hole.”” Members of the Council an- 
nounced several days ago that the 
Reber approach would be passed by the 
Council and sent to the House for 
approval. This, it was thought, would 
place the responsibility for further ce- 
lay on the House members. 


Wrangle Spoils Program. 

A wrangle in the Council committee 
Friday afternoon caused a delay in this 
program and the members of the House 
attempted to play the same game and 
put either the Alton & Mississippi or 
the northeast approach up to the Coun- 
cil and shift the blame for future delay 
on the Council. The inability of House 
members to agree upon either approach 
blocked this plan. 

A game of hide-and-seek Friday be- 
tween the Council and House members 
of the Joint Free Bridge Committee 
caused another delay in the final re- 
port on. an East Side approach. While 
the House members waited in the House 
chamber the Council members waited 
in the Council rooms and engaged in a 
long-distance wrangle over whether a 
meeting of the joint committee formally 
had been called.

AN APPEAL TO IMBECILITY. 

Mr. :ait announces that he is determined to 
wreck the sepublican party in order to prevent 
the nomination of Col. Roosevelt. He rnd his ad- 
visers admit that the President cannct be re- 
elected if nominated. But they decinre that tue 
salvation of the country depends upon the defeat 
of Col. Roosevelt in the Chicago convention, be- 
cause if he is nominated, he will win. 

Nothing exceeds the marvel of this plan of sav- 
ing the country from itself except the public an- 
nouncement of it. 

If the country really wants Mr. Roosevelt as 
President, will it consent to be saved from its 
own impulse by men whose leadership it repudi- 
ates? Will it accept Mr. Taft, who admits he can- 
not be elected, and his advisers, who have helped 
to ruin his political career, as its saviors? 

Will the Republican party consent to be wrecked 
by its repudiated leaders? 
itself to be sacrificed on the altar of defeat to 
save the country from another Republican admin- 
istration? Will it consent to be saved from the 
fate of nominating a candidate that can win by 
a candidate who admits he cannot win? 

We can imagine the joyous abandon with which 
Republicans will flock to the standard of a con- 
fessed party wrecker. We can see the office-hold- 
ing delegates at Chicago enthusiastically desert- 
ing the standard of a candidate who can win for 
the black flag of a candidate who cannot win. 

What following can Mr. Taft command in this 
program of Republican disaster? If he failed to 
hold his party’s loyalty in a plan of construction, 
can he win it for a plan of destruction?

A midnight shooting affray in front of a so- 
called club is one more testimonial to the char- 
acter of an institution which cannot be tolerated 
in St. Louis. . We refer in general to dives which 
are clubs in name and. charter only. 
There is one simple answer to the problem of 
what is and what is not a club which may be tol- 
erated. We assert that the character of the place 
or the character and conduct of the people who 
frequent it must control. 
Poor men have the same right to clubs as 
wealthy men, and there cannot be any interfer- 
ence With those that are properly conducted. But 
the mere possession of a name, a charter and a 
‘membership list cannot protect a dive or a disor- 
derly resort, which can be and should be disposed 
of as a nuisance by summary police methods. 
The suppression of resorts that offend decency 
and public morals, or nuisances which disturb the 
peace usually calls for little more than a black 
maria. The police of St. Louis should know a 
dive when they see one.
